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Abstract. - On the occasion of the 10 th Indo-Pacific Fish Conference (http://ipfclO.criobe.pf/) to be held in Tahiti 
in October 2017, it seemed timely to update Randall’s 1985 list of the fishes known from French Polynesia. 
Many studies focusing on fishes in this area have been published since 1985, but Randall’s list remains the 
authoritative source. Herein we present an expanded species list of 1,301 fishes now known to occur in French 
Polynesia and we review the expeditions and information sources responsible for the over 60% increase in the 
number of known species since the publication of Randall’s checklist in 1985. Our list of the fishes known from 
French Polynesia includes only those species with a reliably verifiable presence in these waters. In cases where 
there was any doubt about the identity of a species, or of the reliability of a reported sighting, the species was not 
included in our list.

Resume. -Liste des poissons cotiers de Polynesie franjaise. 


A l’occasion de l’organisation de la 10 e conference sur les poissons de l’lndo-Pacihque (http://ipfcl0.criobe. 
pf/) a Tahiti du 2 au 6 octobre 2017, il nous a semble opportun de fournir une liste actualisee des poissons de 
Polynesie franjaise. La liste qui fait actuellement reference est celle de Randall publiee en 1985, et mentionnant 
800 especes. Plusieurs articles scientihques concernant les poissons de cette zone ont ete publies depuis cette 
date, mais celui de Randall (1985) fait encore autorite. Nous mentionnons ici 1 301 especes qui frequentent les 
eaux des rivieres, lagons, lies et ocean de la zone exclusive economique de la Polynesie franjaise. Nous avons 
repris, et verifie, les informations trouvees dans les travaux scientihques et les rapports des expeditions effec- 
tuees dans cette zone depuis 1985, ce qui augmente de plus de 60% le nombre d’especes entre les deux listes. 
Notre liste ne contient que les especes dont la presence dans les eaux de la Polynesie frangaise est incontestable. 
En cas de doutes sur 1’identification d’une espece ou sur sa presence dans la zone, elle n’est pas mentionnee dans 
notre liste. 


Research on French Polynesian fishes can be divided 
according to three major periods: 18 th and 19 th century col¬ 
lecting expeditions, early 20 th century collecting expeditions 
and descriptive studies, and the past 50 years of research and 
collecting expeditions. 

The first reported collection of fishes by Europeans 


in French Polynesia was made by the naturalist Philibert 
Commerson during a world voyage aboard the frigate la 
Boudeuse and the flute ship I’Etoile (1766-1769) under the 
command of Louis-Antoine de Bougainville. Bertin (1939) 
reported that fish from this collection had been forgotten in 
attics of the Royal Cabinet of Natural History (now in the 
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Museum national d’Histoire naturelle of Paris). Therefore, 
these specimens were not available to Lacepede for his work 
on the natural history of fishes. Most subsequent collections 
and observations during this period were made by French 
naval personnel. Captain Louis-Claude de Freycinet, com¬ 
mander of the corvettes VUranie and la Physicienne, refused 
to allow anyone other than naval sailors to board ships under 
his command. As a result, the ship’s physician, Jean Quoy, 
and surgeon, Paul Gaimard, served as the ship’s naturalists 
and were responsible for all zoological observations made 
during the 1817-1820 expedition. Similarly, the ship’s sur¬ 
geons Prosper Garnot and Rene-Primevere Lesson served as 
naturalists aboard the corvette la Coquille on its 1822-1825 
voyage, commissioned by Louis-Isidore Duperrey. Only the 
collection of Lesson arrived at the Museum national d’His¬ 
toire naturelle of Paris; the Garnot collections being lost 
at sea off the Cape of Good Hope. Three naturalists, Jean 
Quoy, Paul Gaimard and Honore Jacquinot, were allowed on 
board during the global expedition of the corvette Astrolabe 
(1826-1829), commanded by Captain Jules Sebastien Cesar 
Dumont-d’Urville. The naval surgeon Theodore Eydou For¬ 
tune observed and collected fishes in French Polynesia dur¬ 
ing the 1830-1832 voyage of the corvette la Favorite com¬ 
manded by Pierre-Cyrille Theodore Vaillant. Another royal 
surgeon collected fishes, without describing them, during the 
trip of the frigate Venus (1836-1839), commanded by Cap¬ 
tain Abel Petit Thouars. The last French expedition during 
this early period was a circum-global trip commanded by 
Captain Jules Sebastien Cesar Dumont-d’Urville, command¬ 
er of the corvettes Astrolabe and la Zelee (1837-1840). The 
fish collected during this expedition by Honore Jacquinot 
and Jacques Bernard Hombron were studied in collaboration 
with Alphonse Guichenot. All of these French ships stopped 
at least once at an island in French Polynesia and collected 
or described fishes that were used for research by other illus¬ 
trious scientific authorities: Etienne Geoffroy Saint-Hilaire, 
Georges Cuvier, Achille Valenciennes. 

At the same time, and often in competition with French 
sponsored missions, several other European scientific expe¬ 
ditions made stops in Polynesia during their South Seas voy¬ 
ages. The most famous of them is that of the HMS Beagle 
(1831-1836) commanded by Captain Robert FitzRoy with 
Charles Darwin serving as the ship’s naturalist. Fish collect¬ 
ed during this expedition were reviewed by Jenyns (1842). 
From 1836 to 1842, the British naval vessel HMS Sulphur 
crossed the South Seas and stopped in Polynesia in 1840, 
where the naval surgeon and biologist Richard Brinsley 
Hinds conducted scientific observations and made collec¬ 
tions. Fishes collected during this expedition were described 
by the Scottish naturalist John Richardson (1844). The first 
references to the fishes of the Marquesas Islands are found 
in a comprehensive essay on the natural history of the archi¬ 
pelago published by Jardin in 1859. In Volume III, devoted 


to zoology, six pages are dedicated to fishes, in which 52 
species are listed and some are described. Subsequent addi¬ 
tions to the list of Marquesan fish species were added mostly 
anecdotally at the occasion of other major expeditions in the 
Pacific, some without purely scientific objectives. In later 
years, Gunther (1910) authored a volume on the fishes col¬ 
lected during the expeditions of the HMS Challenger , fol¬ 
lowed by a volume written by Gilbert (1915) concentrat¬ 
ing on the fishes collected during the voyage of the United 
States survey vessel USS Albatross (1887 to 1888). The final 
scientific expedition transiting French Polynesia in the 19 th 
century is that of the Dutch ship Siboga. The history of the 
description of the fish fauna of the Marquesas archipelago 
continues in 1906 when Seale mentions 58 species of fish 
found at Island of Nuku-Hiva (from a collection of 1,550 
fish specimens belonging to 375 species collected between 
November 1900 and November 1903). This is the first col¬ 
lection of fishes from the Marquesas and it is interesting that 
from the beginning, this fauna was recognized as having a 
noteworthy level of endemism. 

At the time of these global expeditions, but especially 
afterwards, ichthyologists have worked either on the mate¬ 
rial collected by officials posted in the islands of French 
Polynesia (Jardin, 1859; Vaillant, 1886), or from samples 
and observations made by these individuals in the field. Jor¬ 
dan and Snyder (1905), Kendall and Goldsborough (1911), 
Schmidt (1927) and Fowler (1932) were interested in the 
freshwater fishes of Tahiti, while Audran (1922), Handy 
(1930), Nordhoff (1930), Herre (1931-1932) and Curtis 
(1938) worked on marine fishes inhabiting the reefs and 
lagoons. Herre (1932) provided a checklist of fishes within 
French Polynesia, recording 389 species from Tahiti. He 
drew heavily on the works of Gunther, 1873-1910 (Fische 
der Siidsee), Seale, 1906 (Fishes of the South Pacific), which 
included collections from the Society, Austral, Tuamotu and 
Marquesas archipelagos deposited in the Bishop Museum 
of Honolulu, and Fowler, 1928 (Fishes of Oceania). Herre 
(1931, 1935, 1936) reported on the Crane Pacific expedition 
in French Polynesia. In 1937, the collections of the Vander¬ 
bilt expedition to the Tuamotu and Marquesas Archipelagos 
were described by Regan and Trewavas (1932), Koumans 
(1937), Fowler (1938) and Giltay (1939). Just before the last 
world war, Curtis (1938) published a paper on the zoology 
of Tahiti, while Giltay (1939) presented the scientific results 
obtained during the voyage of the Belgian ship Mercator. 
After Poll (1942), which describes the fish collected by Witte 
in Tahiti, the essential motivation of researchers working in 
French Polynesia shifted to a focus on the various fishing 
techniques employed in the region (Ropiteau, 1947; Legand, 
1950; Petard, 1951; A1 verson, 1963; Ottino, 1965). 

John “Jack” Randall sailed through French Polynesia 
in 1956, and renewed interest in ichthyological research in 
the region. In 1957, while conducting a personal expedition

aboard his sailboat Nani he reported a remarkable percent¬ 
age of endemic fish species in the Marquesas. From 1966 to 


1971, Randall continued to work and publish on fishes col¬ 
lected from other Polynesian islands and established a refer- 
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ence collection maintained at the Bernice P. Bishop Museum 
in Hawaii (Randall and Brock, 1960; Randall, 1964, 1973, 
1974, 1985). In 1971, he led the first large-scale expedition 
dedicated to producing a comprehensive inventory of the 
fishes of the Marquesas with the support of the U.S. National 
Geographic Society and a team of six scientists and embed¬ 
ded experts (Randall, 1978, 1980). He continued publishing 
on French Polynesian fishes to this day (Castle and Randall, 
1999; Randall, 2001a, 2001b, 2005; Randall and Eschemey- 
er, 2001; Randall and Pyle, 2001; Randall et al., 2002a, 
2002b, 2003, 2008, 2010; Randall and Lobel, 2003; Randall 
and Mumby, 2008; Fraser and Randall, 2011). Beginning in 
1973, the mission of the Museum national d’Histoire natu- 
relle of Paris led to a collection of several new biodiversity 
inventories. Plessis and Mauge (1978) published a compi¬ 
lation of 391 species of fishes known from the Marquesas 
including all of the previous information from Jardin (1859), 
Seale (1906), Gilbert (1908), Gunther (1910), Kendall and 
Goldsborough (1911), Fowler (1928, 1931, 1932, 1934, 
1949), Regan and Trewavas (1932), Herre (1936), Kou- 
mans (1937), Fowler (1938) and Giltay (1939). Harry (1953) 
reviewed all of the fish collections that had been made in the 
Tuamotu Archipelago, and Bagnis et al. (1972) wrote a semi- 
popular account of the most common fishes of the Society 
Islands with comments on some species from the Tuamotu 
and Marquesas Archipelagos. 

Randall followed his 1978 checklist of the fishes of 
French Polynesia with an updated inventory presented at the 
International Congress on Coral Reefs in Tahiti (Randall, 
1985). This inventory listed 800 species of fishes known 
from French Polynesia, along with information on the occur¬ 
rence of each species in the different archipelagos. Many of 
the species contained in Randall’s updated list were included 
in a popular guide to Micronesian reef fishes (Lieske and 
Myers, 1994; Myers, 1999). Following expeditions in 1998 
and 1999, Randall and Earle (2000) published a new list of 
the coastal fish fauna of the Marquesas Islands. The latest 
book containing a list of French Polynesian fishes is that of 
Bacchet et al. (2006,2016). 

Since the 1950’s, several institutions that focus, in part on 
fishes, have been established in French Polynesia. The Insti- 
tut de recherches medicales des etablissements fran£ais de 
l’Oceanie (currently Institut Louis Malarde) was established 
in 1949 with an emphasis on investigations related to ciguat¬ 
era. In 1957, the Service de la Nacre et de la Peche (currently 
the Direction des Ressources Marines et Minieres) was cre¬ 
ated, and ORSTOM followed in 1964 (currently the Institut 
de Recherche pour le Developpement, IRD). The Antenne du 
Museum national d’Histoire naturelle et de l’Ecole Pratique 
des Hautes Etudes was established in 1971 (currently CRI- 
OBE - www.criobe.pf), a year before CNEXO (currently 
Ifremer), and the Richard B. Gump South Pacific Research 
Station was established by the University of California in 


1981 (http://www.moorea.berkeley.edu/). The French Uni¬ 
versity of the Pacific was founded in 1987 and gave rise to 
the establishment of the University of French Polynesia in 
1999. These institutions contributed to the identification of 
fishes in the different archipelagos (Fourmanoir et al., 1974; 
Bagnis et al., 1979; Galzin, 1979; Galzin et al., 1983, 2006; 
Planes et al., 2016) and also to the revisions of families, gen¬ 
era, and species (Johnson, 1978; Marquet and Galzin, 1991; 
Gon, 1993; Winterbottom, 2002; Gomon, 2006; Maamaat- 
uaiahutapu et al., 2006; Marshall et al., 2009; Mourier, 2012; 
Knudsen and Clements, 2013).

Recently, numerous islands within all five archipela¬ 
gos (Australs, Society, Gambier, Marquesas and Tuamotu) 
of French Polynesia were explored under the direction of 
Professors Rene Galzin, David Lecchini and Serge Planes. 
These explorations resulted in the addition of species known 
from other regions to the checklist of species from French 
Polynesia as well as the discovery of several new species. 
For example, Delrieu-Trottin et al. (2014, 2015) reported 
the discovery of 20 possible new species of fishes collected 
during the 2012 Pakaihi i te Moana expedition to the Mar¬ 
quesas Islands. In addition to greatly increasing the number 
of islands studied, new habitats were also investigated. New 
species discovered during the exploration of deep habi¬ 
tats between 60 and 200 m, resulted in the addition of 141 
new records of species to Randall’s 1985 list. Similarly, 
new explorations of freshwater habitats (Keith et al., 2002, 
2013) and offshore, pelagic waters provided 28 and 25 new 
records, respectively. 

Beginning in 1995 and continuing until the present, the 
number of sampling techniques used to survey and collect 
fishes (visual censuses, different types of fishing gear, clove 
oil, etc.) has increased greatly. As a result, an additional 106 
species of Gobiidae, 32 species of Apogonidae, 27 species 
of Muraenidae, and 22 species of Tripterygiidae, to mention 
only a few examples, have been added to Randall’s 1985 list. 

The establishment of several new research facilities on 
Tahiti and Moorea during the 1970s and early 1980s, e.g. 
CRIOBE, GUMP, IRD and UPF, and the 1985 International 
Congress on Coral Reefs held in Tahiti led to a significant 
increase in the number of new scientists conducting research 
in French Polynesia and many of these new researchers spe- 
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cialized in the systematics and taxonomy of particular fami¬ 
lies. As an example, Jeff Williams (Williams and Lecchini, 
2004; Williams et al., 2012, 2013; Williams and Planes, 
2016; Tornabene et al., 2013; Viviani et al., 2016) added 
106 species of Gobiidae, 22 species of Tripterygiidae and 17 
species of Blenniidae to Randall’s list. The increase in activ¬ 
ity concomitant with the increase in researchers resulted in 
the publication of new reference and guidebooks contain¬ 
ing numerous additions to the known fish fauna of French 
Polynesia. For example, volumes published by Bagnis et al. 
(1972), Randall and Earle (2000) and Bacchet et al. (2006, 
2016), all complete with excellent underwater photographs, 
added 28 species of Serranidae, 23 species of Labridae, 
17 species of Pomacentridae, 14 species of Flolocentridae. 
A number of coral reef fish ecologists affiliated with the 
CRIOBE and the Moorea Coral Reef Long-term Ecologi¬ 
cal Research (LTER) site established in 2004 now routinely 
conduct large numbers of visual surveys at permanent sites 
located on Moorea and many of the other islands within 
French Polynesia greatly increasing the level of effort spent 
on surveys of the fishes that occur throughout this region. 

Since 1996, a vast barcoding program of Polynesian 
fishes was developed by researchers associated with the 
CRIOBE and Gump Laboratories on Moorea (Hubert et al., 
2012, 2015; http://www.mooreabiocode.org/). This effort 
has resulted in the barcoding of over 450 fish species from 
the waters surrounding Moorea. In addition, Romain Causse, 
Jack Randall and Jeff Williams have examined with high 
levels of scrutiny the collections of French Polynesian fishes 
existing in the collections of the Museum national d’Histoire 
naturelle in Paris, the Bernice P. Bishop Museum in Hawaii 
and the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, DC, respec¬ 
tively (Froese and Pauly, 2016; Pruvost et al., 2016). These 
investigations have resulted in numerous new records of spe¬ 
cies not included on Randall’s 1985 list and are being added 
to the new checklist. 

Our checklist includes 1,301 fish species known to occur 
within the waters of French Polynesia. The Society Islands 
have the highest level of species richness (877 species) 
observed within the five Polynesian archipelagos. However, 
it should be noted that this is also the most studied archipel¬ 
ago in the region. Species richness values for the other four 
archipelagos are 601 species for the Tuamotu, 597 species 
for the Marquesas, 551 species for the Australs, and 545 spe¬ 
cies reported from the Gambier. The greatest proportion of 
endemic species (13.7%) occurs within the Marquesas archi¬ 
pelago. This is the third highest level of endemism known 
for Pacific fishes after Easter Island (25%) and the Hawaiian 
Islands (20%). 

Our list of fishes known from French Polynesia includes 
only those species with a reliably verifiable presence in 
French Polynesian waters, i.e. those species that were: (1) 
observed by experienced researchers with extensive experi¬ 


ence in the identification of tropical fishes, (2) photographed 
by scientist or non-scientist divers and then identified by 
an ichthyologist trained in the identification of tropical 
reef fishes, (3) collected, identified and curated as part of a 
national museum collection, (4) collected and genotyped as 
part of the Moorea Barcode program and subsequent barcod¬ 
ing efforts in other parts of French Polynesia, (5) collected 
during scientific expeditions and identified by expert ichthy¬ 
ologists (freshwater fishes, deep fishes, pelagic fishes,...), 
or (6) known to acknowledged experts, e.g. Jack Randall 
(Bishop Museum), Romain Causse (MNHN), Jeff Williams 
(Smithsonian Institution) or Philippe Bacchet (French Poly¬ 
nesia) as occurring in the region. In cases where there was 
any doubt about the identity of a species, or of the reliability 
of a reported sighting, the species was not included in the 
present list.
